BOND FIXED AT $500 





Ii Is Made $5000 When Crowd 


Circulates Threats Against 
Accused. 





After William Burnett of Benld, IIL, 
had pleaded guilty in an East Alton 
justice court Friday to an attack on 
Miss Jessic Thompsen, 18 vears old, of 
Alton, expressions of indignation by 
young men of the town caused _ the 
Court to raise Burnett’s bond from 
$500, which he was about to. furnish, 
to $5000. 

Burnett is now in the flimsy frame 
Jail at East Alton. Marshal Frank!in, 
who captured him after a _ two-mile 
chase by trolley to Benbow City, the 
new Fd “aco oil town, is apprehen- 
sive for the prisoner’s safety, and will 
probably ask to have him removed to 
Alton or Edwardsville. 

Miss Thompson, who with 


widowed mother at 1216 State street, Al- 
ton, obtained a_ postition as _- ste- 
nographer at the powder works in East 


Alton. She took a car to East Alton 
Thursday afternoon to begin her work. 
Unfamillar With Country. 

Being unfamiliar with the vicinity of 
the powder works, she got off the car 
some distance from the company’s of- 
fice. Burnett was standing near, and 

she asked him where the office was. 

“I’m going there myself,’’ Burnett re- 
plied, and he started up the road. Miss 
Thompson walked néar him. 

As they passed a clump of woods, 
Burnett seized the girl, and, holding his 
hand over her mouth, dragged her some 
distance. 

After he had left the girl ran back 
toward the trolley line. She ran to the 
road and screamed. George Hender- 
son came, and when he heard her story,. 
he ran after the fleeing man. 
Burnett had left East Alton on a car 
when Henderson reached there. Mar- 
shal Franklin joined Henderson, and, 
the story of the attack spreading rap- 
idly, a number of young men joined the 
two. All took the next car for Ben- 
bow City. 
On reaching the oil town, the Marshal 
and his volunteer deputies commenced 
inquiries for Burnett. The Marshal 
found him a few minutes later on an 
interurban car which was about to 
leave for East St. Louis. 

Prisoner Pleads Giilty. 
When taken back to East Alton and 
arraigned before Justice Cooper Friday, 
Burnett pleaded guilty. Cooper an- 
nounced that he would be placed under 
500 bond to appear before the Madison 
County grand jury and sent him to Jail. 

Burnett said he could furnish the bond. 
This added to the excitement among the 
young men who had pursued him, and 
they and others protested loudly against 
giving the man his liberty. 

The Justice announced, after hearing 
the protests and noticing the temper of 
the crowd, that the bond would be in- 
creased to $5000 so as to be sure of his 
safekeeping. 

Burnett has a wife and three 
dren at Benld. 

Miss Thompson was taken to her 
home, hysterfcal from the shock of her 
experience. 

She was in court Friday morning and 
identified “ooper by gestures. Her grief 
was such that she could hardly speak 
a word. Burnett’s plea made it unnes- 
essary for her to testify.

Later they met John P. Garrigan, who 
has a saloon at 500 Biddle street, on a 
Bellefontaine car at Tenth and Mor- 
gan streets. His face was cut and 
bruised and he was bleeding from a 
scalp wound. 

The policemen took him to the City 
Dispensary and from there to the Carr 
Street Station, where he said he had 
been assaulted by. Policeman Hennes- 
sy, without provocation. 


Tell Different Stories, 

Wher arrested Hennessy and “Mc- 
Cann told conflicting stories. Hennessy 
said he had been attending a birthday 
party on Biddle street, between Broad- 
way and Sixth street, and that in pass- 
ing Garrigan’s saloon he saw the pro- 
prietor and accompanied him up the 
street. 

At Eleventh and O'Fallon streets, he 
said, they met McCann, against whom 
Garrigan had a grudge. Garrigan as- 
saulted McCann, Hennessy said, and 
when Hennessy went to arrest Garri- 
gan two friends of the latter went to 
his rescue and Garrigan escaped. 

McCann’s story was widely different. 
He said he was in Garrigan’s saloon 
when Garrigan assaulted him. He called 
for help, he said, and Policeman Hen- 
nessy rushed into the saloon and at- 
tempted to arrest Garrigan. McCann 
said he ran around behind the bar and 
got Garrigan’s revolver and gave it to 
the policeman. Garrigan fired a shot 
during the fight, McCann said. 

Hennessy explained the firing of the 
shot at Leffingwell and Franklin ave- 
nues by saying he was examining a 
pistol when it became accidentally dis- 
charged. 

Garrigan’s Statement Conflicts. 

Lieut. Walsh of the Carr Street Sta- 
tion, where Hennessy and McCann were 
taken from the Manchester Avenue Dis- 
trict, states in his report to Chief Creecy 
that he understood from  Garrigan's 
story that Garrigan, Hennessy and Mc- 
Cann were riding in a carriage when the 
assault occurred. 

After he was beaten by Hennessy 
with the butt of a revolver, according 
to his own story, Garrigan was thrown 
from the carriage. Hennessy and Mc- 
Cann both deny having been tin a car- 
riage. 

Hennessy, who was on a 60 days’ fur- 
lough, was suspended by Lieut. Walsh 
pending investigation of the assault on 
Garrigan and the firings of the shots.

Relative to Senator Foraker’s chal- 
lenge to define himself more clearly on 
the subject of tariff revision, Secretary 
Taft stated that he was of the opinion 
that his remarks on the tariff at Co- 
lumbus were quite plain enough not to 
be misunderstood. 

Secretary Taft will speak in Oklahoma 
City Saturday. He will return to Mis- 
sourl and make speeches at Joplin and 
Springfield, and will then continue his 
journey to the Philippine Islands. 


A Great Globe Trotter. 


When Secretary Taft returns from this 
tour of the world he will have traveled 
considerably more than 100,000 miles dur- 
ing his official connection with the Gov- 
ernment at Washington. He went to 
the Philippines in 1900 as the head of 
the Philippine Commission. 

He returned in 1902 and later in the 
Same year started from Washington for 
Manila, by way of Rome, where he 
stopped and settled with the Pope the 
treuble over the friar’s Jands in the Phil- 
ippines. He returned to Washington in 
143, having made a complete circuit of 
the globe. 

He made in the same year a trip to 
Fanama, and in 1904 made his “second 
trip to the isthmus. In 190 he escorted 
a party of congressmen to the Philip- 
pine Islands, and in 196 he went to 
Cuba as an official representative of 
the Government. 

Secretary Taft has been to Cuba and 
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Panama this year, besides making sev- 
eral tours of the country. He will trav- 
el entirely around the world on his pres- 
ent trip. 

Although there was a crowd at the 
station to see Secretary Taft, not a 
cheer went up as he walked through 
the midway. He stopped occasionally 
to shake hands with an acquaintance. 

The Secretary of War, uniike Pr«si- 
dent Roosevelt, has, however, no rows 
of irregular teeth behind the smile. The 
features of his expansive face are 
regular. Secretary Taft appears to be 
in much better health than when he 
was here a few months ago as the 
guest of the millers’ convention. 


Has Famous Smile. 
Secretary Taft wore his famous sniile 
when he came into St. Louls. The Taft 
smile is Hkely to become as famous as 
the Roosevelt grin. 


A woman might envy his rose-tinted 
complexion. There is soft expression 
in his blue eyes. Like all fat men, he 
is good-natured. He is exceedingly 
democratic, and is easily approached. 
There is none of the pompous dignity 
about him that repels persons of timid 
natures. 

Appears Topheavy. 

Much has been said about the ponder- 
ous size of Secretary Taft. He has a 
mighty girth, and appears to be rather 
topheavy. That is, his body is some- 
what too heavy for his legs. But he is 
active and carries his 50 years well. 
There are no streaks of gray in his 
light brown hair. His voice, especially 
in conversation, is exceedingly mellow 
and pleasant. 

Secretary Taft has a famous appe- 
tite. He can eat as much as two aver- 
age Missouri Republicans, and ‘they 
have the reputation of being good eat- 
ers when there is any political pie 
around.

Academy Principal Also Re- 
fuses to Leave Hall Al- 
though Discharged.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Aug. 23.—When 
Rev. Dr. J. H. George arrives here, & 
few days hence, to assume the presi- 
dency of Drury College, he will find the 
college premises in a state of selge. 

Hopes of a peaceful settlement or the 
difficulties with Miss Mary P. Brook- 
field, dean of the women’s department, 
and Prof. J. M. Weaver, principal of 
the academy, vanished when Miss 
Brookfield filed suit yesterday against 
the board of trustees for $5000 damages. 
She includes in her suit Prof. E. M. 
Shepard, head of the department of 
science and member of the State Geolog- 
ical Board, and Rev. W. C. Calland, 
treasurer of the college. 

St. Louis Support of College. 

St. Louis members of the Board of 
Trustees are A. W. Benedict of the 
Buckingham Hotel; C. W. 8. Cobb cf 
the Glencoe Lime and Cement Works 
and Rev. Dr. Charles 8. Mi 
Pilgrim Congregational Church. The 
college has drawn a considerable share 
o. its financial support from St. Louis 
since its founding 34 years ago. 

Miss Brookfield has thus far success- 
fully opposed the trustees’ efforts to 
remove her from McCullagh Cottage, 
the girls’ dormitory, of which her po- 
sition gave her charge. 

She alleges in her suit that her rooms, 
which she had lett cked during a brief 
absence, were entered by the use of 
skeleton keys, and articles valued 





iby her at $1000 removed. This was

We made no attempt to get her 
out until Miss Wingo, her successor, 
arrived. 

“Then some of us went to the cottage 
to ask Miss Brookfield to vacate. She 
was away, and we took keys, which be- 
long to the college, and opened the 
doors. We moved her effects to another 
part of the building, taking the greatest 
care to damage nothing. Then we pro- 
tected Miss Wingo in her quarters by 
putting a new lock on the door. 


To Oust Prof. Weaver. 


“The board will take some action soon 
to compel Prof. Weaver to vacate Fair- 
banks Hall. We do not anticipate that 
he will file suit, but if he does we will 
be ready for him. 

“Prof. Weaver was employed as prin- 
cipal of the academy under a contract 
reading ‘tentatively for two years.’ The 
board holds that the word ‘tentatively’ 
means conditionally on satisfaction with 
his services. 

“Not because the board thought itself 
legally obligated, but because it wished 
to compensate him for the expense of 
moving and fulfill every possible moral 
claim, it set apart $600 to be paid him. 
He refused to accept this sum, but said 
he would leave for $800. 

“The board has now withdrawn its 
offer, has formally notified him and 
Miss Brookfield of their discharge, and 
has notified them both to vacate. 


No Interruption of Work. 


“We hope to dispose of these difficul- 
ties before Dr. George, the newly elect- 
ed president, arrives, Sept. 1. But if 
Miss Brookfield and Mr. Weaver should 
remain indefinitely sm _ their present 
places, the work of the college would 
not be interrupted. 

“Prof. B. Clark is to assume the 
post of principal of the academy.” 

Miss Brookfield and Weaver were add- 
ed to the faculty under the presidency 
of J. Edward Kirbye, who resigned at a 
trustees meeting held at the Mercantile 
Club, St. Louis, In June. Miss Brookfield 
replaced Miss Caroline W. Daniels, who 
resigned because of difficulties with 
President Kirbye, Alumni and friends 
of the college generally were offended 
by the circumstances of Miss Daniels’ 
departure, and the incident was the be- 
ginning of an opposition which led to 
the president's resignation.

Window of Western Union 
Dininz Room Not Broken 
by a Bullet. 





At the striking telegraphers' head- 
quarters in the Laelede Building Fri- 
day it was stated that if the strike 
were to be settled at this time the tele- 
graph companies wouid still be short 
at least 100 operators. That number of 
the union members, it was said, had 
left St. Leuis and had found better po- 
sitions elsewhere and would not come 
back to St. Louls even at an advanced 
scale of wages because of the high cost 
of living here. 

Letters were received from many of 
these operators, some of them inclosing 
money for the support of the strikers. 

Few of the strikers were at head- 
quarters during the forenoon, but those 
who were there expressed confidence 
that they would win. There was great 
indignation because of a published state- 
ment that a striker had fired a bullet 
through a window of the Western Union 
company's dining room for nonunion 
workmen in the Commercial Bullding. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter who reached 
the window by way of a4 fire escape 
solved the mystery of the ‘‘bullet”’ Fri- 
day. This is what happened. At 1:90 
p. m. Thursday, when nearly a hun- 
dred men were at work on the Third Na- 
tional Bank Building, and when it would 
have been impossible for an outsider to 
have gained access to the building, a 
workman dropped either a piece of 
brick or a sharp-pointed tool from one 
of the upper floors. 8, 

Hole Not Made by Bullet. 

It struck the bottom of the sash of 
a Western Union dining room window 
and made a small hole in the wood- 
work and a very slight crack in the 
glass. Within a few minutes after 
this happened the window was board- 
ed on the inside and a statement was 
given out that someone had fired a 
bullet at a nonunion operator while 
he was eating his lunch, 

The window in its boarded condition 
was shown to many persons the im- 
pled inference being that the pane 
was so badly damaged that it waa ne- 
cessary to put in the boards. That 
wag the view which the Post-Dispatch 
reporter saw before he examined the 
window from the fire escape. It was 
the only view possible to anyone who 
looked at the window from inside the 
dining room. 

The head waiter in the dining room 
said: “I was here when the accident 
happened. 

“T don't care what they are trying to 
say, 1 know that it was just somethi 
that dropped off the Third Nationa 
Building. I saw it hit the window and 
I saw it bounce off and I heard it when 
it hit the alley pavement.” 

Superintendent at Key. 

The published statement that there 
was a bullet hole in the celling of the 
dining room is not true. The small hole 
in the bottom of the window frame 
shows that whatever made it must have 
come almost straight downward. At 
that angle it would have been impos- 
sible to shoct into the dining room, 

Superintendent Bohle of the West- 
ern Union would not give out an of- 
ficial statement relative to the shoot- 
ing. 
“You may go up there and see for 
yourself,” was all he wou say. 
Asked if a bullet was fired he said. 
“That is my impression.” 

For more than an hour Friday Mr. 
Bohle worked at the key on the pit 
wire at the Merchants’ Exchange. His 
presence there was commented on Dy 
the strikers as an indication of how 
short of hands the company is. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter succeeded 
in entering the operating rooms of the 
Western Union Friday. He saw about 
50 men, 40 women, 20 boys and 16 
girls seated at desks on which were 
telegraph keys. Some of them seemed 
very busy.

“My Dearest Polly: 
last day upon the ocean; tomorrow 
morning we reach New York. The 
whole journey I am all alone; each day 
more lonesome than the previous one. 
How shall I live without thee? 

“I am thinking of your photograph 
from London and am anxious to re- 
ceive it. And if it is a good one I will 
gend you a beautiful copy made in 
my heart. I love every place on the 
gteamer on which you were. You cer- 
tainly are the queen of America. 

“What do you think I do each day 
on the ocean? Each day I read to my- 
self from your letter; it gives me joy 
and then it makes me sad. But it is 
much better for me to have your letter 
than not to have it; is it not true? 

“I think I know every word in your 
letter, and it gives me many happy 
thoughts. 

“Heinrich sends greetings, but greet- 
ings are not satisfying.

“From your, always your, Heinrich.”

“Should you, however, carry out your 
absurd plan to write to my wife and 
daughter in my right name, then woe 
to thee! Such a letter would cause my 
wife untellable unhappiness--a woman 
who has never done anvthine to harm 
you. So far as I know you I do not 
believe that you will baAso hard. Since | 
she is sick and weak, it would be 
death. 
ever I find you. Believe me, the desire 
to kill you I have had for several days 
in the train; as if my hand were on 
your throat! 


Disposition Changes. 
“Till now you have known me only 
as a quiet man; but I swear by God 


that I will kill you wherever I find you, 
even should it take years. Sometime a 
neat, attractive young man will take 
you to a house, which you will never 
again leave, for he will not return you 
to any one but the me alone. You will 
then die slowly but surely, and God will 
not hear your prayers. Nor will any 
mortal except myself overhear your 
cries for help. Should this happen in 
Paris the Seine will later @eliver you 
up. ’Tis true the Seine gives up such 
mysterious things, but she tells not 
whence they come.

‘Be careful that no other person re- 
ceives my letters, etc., or that any 
other use be made of them, else I swear 
to you the consequences will be as I 
Warn you. YOUR HEINRICH.” 


Says She Is Being Followed. 
Mrs. Klippenbourg spent the day in 
the offices of her attorneys, Merrill 
& Solomon. She feared she would yet 


be kidnaped and taken aboard a steam- 
er for deportation in spite of the assur- 
ance of her lawyers. She declared she 
had been followed wherever she went. 

Miss Klippenbourg consented to have 
reproduced a small photograph taken 
in Switzerland of herself and Miller in 
Turkish costume. This picture she gave 
up with tears. 

Frank KE. Hipple of counsel for Miller, 
announced that Miss K lippenbourg’s 
quest was one of pure‘ blackmail. ‘‘Mr. 
Miller will prosecute everybody con- 
cerned for blackmail if the suit for 
damages is instituted by Miss Klippen- 
bourg,” he said. ‘‘The whole thing was 
concocted by the girl and a friend here. 
They will find themselves in Jail if they 
persecute my client.

The fact needs emphasis that after being forced 
to it in other cities, notably Chicago, the roads 
have found abolition profitable. Elevated or ‘de- 
pressed tracks save the expense of guarding the 
crossings, and the not inconsiderable sums ex- 
hausted in consequential damages. 

St. Louis is a grown-up city and it ought not 
longer tolerate the surface tracks across its thor- 
oughfares, interféring with the traffic and involv- 
ing death and disaster. They exist now only by 
toleration. They will go when they are com- 
pélled to and not before.

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SUBTLE STREET CAR MASHERS. 


Embarrassing Attention Thrust Upon a Young Woman Suggests 
a Problem Post-Dispatch Readers Might Solve. 
BY MOTLEY MORROW. 














ATHER than to make a “scene” on a street car, a few days ago, a help- 
R less young girl, only 14 years old, endured the revolting attentions which 
aman, designated as a ‘“‘masher,’’ forced upon her. 

This is only an exaggerated case of the annoyance to which women are 
frequently subjected when riding in street cars. It is unfortunate that 
“mashers” are not oftener exposed and there would be less danger of a thing 
like this happening in St. Louis. A woman's natural shrinking from making 
herself conspicuous restrains her from making any sign of her distress until 
as in this case, she is driven to an appeal for protection. 

Since the arrest of this aggressive ‘‘masher,’’ other women’ have aftimitted 
that they have been annoyed in a similar way. It has become known that this 
particular form of ‘‘mashing” menaces the women who are street car patrons. 

An instance is told by a young woman who uses the cars daily and is 
resourceful under ordinary circumstances, but was baffled as to how to get 
away from a similar annoyance without making a scene. 

“One evening about two weeks ago,’’ she said, ‘“‘I got on a Laclede car at 
Pine and Broadway. I had an inside seat and as it was a warm evening, I 
expected to ride home comfortably. , 

“When the car crossed Broadway on Market street there were still a lot of 
aisle seats vacant. There were plenty of men sitting alone, but a person of the 
‘chappy’ sort came in and-chose the seat beside me. At the moment I won- 
dered why he did not sit with some of the men, but thought perhaps he was 
one of those persons who never think of the right thing and so habitually set 
with poor taste. ‘ 

“As he sat down he crowded me. ‘Here,’ thought I, ‘is one of those street 
car hogs who always take up more than 5 cents’ worth of seat.’ I moved over 
as close to the window as I-could, but still I could feel the man sitting with in- 
timate nearness. He opened ‘his paper'and pressed his elbow close to my side

unreasonably that I couldn’t read. | 

“This semblance of manhood alertly watched for a sign of response to his 
disgusting attempts to make a ‘‘mash.”’ I was fuming with wrath at his inso- 
lence, but as he did nothing which might not have been only accidental in an 
ill-mannered person Who has no regard for others’ rights, I couldn't ask him 
‘to stop.’ If I had said ‘stop’ he would have innocently looked aggrieved and 
asked ‘Stop what” and I would. have apeared the foolish one. 

“I thought of standing up, as by ‘this time there wasn’t a vacant seat in the 
car, but I was tired and felt that I was éntitled to OCCUPY a seat. . eas Sage

Maps and charts at the  Postoffice 
show that there are at present 1297 of 
the smallest size letter boxes on the 
Street. corners, 348 of the medium size 
and 134 of the largest boxes, devoted to 
letters only. There are 220 large pack- 


age boxes and 226 combination and let- 
ter boxes, making a total of 22295 boxes, 
scattered about the city. There are also 
50 mail chutes, installed in the large of- 
fice buildings.

Local wheat was bid up sharply early 
in Friday’s session, sustained most of 
the advance throughout the day, and 
closed 1%c to 1%c higher for the day. 
Liverpool cables closed %d to 1d higher 
on wheat, Paris 4c lower to lke higher 
on wheat and 4c lower to \e higher on 
flour, Antwerp wheat unchanged to %c 
higher, Berlin wheat unchanged and 
Budapest wheat %c lower. 

Frost news was again the feature of 
the country’s wheat market. Reliable 
reports came from widely scattered 
points in our Northwestern states stat- 
ing that serious damage has been done 
by the factor, as warm weather wou'd 
show. Temperatures have again dropped, 
and cold weather now prevails in most 
parts of the Northwest and Canada. 
Greatly reduced estimates on the crop 
of the latter country were made, and 
also on our spring wheat crop, though 
it is believed the damage to the latter 
be more apparent in grade than 
yield. There was a very strong export 
demand, reports of unseasonable weath- 
er and poor crop prospects, and bids 
for good lines of wheat coming from 
Foreign bids 
are said to be 4c higher than yesterday. 
A large domestic business in wheat and 
flour, as well as an active export trade, 
was consummated, and the milling busi- 
ness is the largest in years. 

The movement of winter wheat to the 
Western markets continues heavy, but 
with the good demand from the sea- 
board and lakes and the large amount 
worked from the interior to those places 
for exports, stocks are not increasing 
rapidly. The milling and shipping de- 
mand at most markets is good and 
shipments from the local market were 
quite large. The Modern Miller says 
that a continuation of frequent rains 
throughout a large area of the soft 
winter wheat territory is interfering 
with threshing as well as damaging 
wheat in shock, and that if weather 
conditions do not change for the better 
much unmerchantable wheat will re- 
sult. Plowing for fall seeding has be- 
gun, but work is intermittent owing to 
the weather except in the Southwest, 
where conditions are favorable. The 
movement of old spring wheat to the 
Northwest continues light, and sup- 
plies, absorbed by a strong demand, are 
decreasing rapidly. 

The very hei orable crop reports on 
corn and the resultant higher prices in 
that grain also helped to strengthen 
wheat, and prices were bid up stead- 
ily early in the day, an advance of 
about 2%c being scored. Prices were 
rather slow in the middle of the ses- 
sion, and sold off during the latter 
part, there being considerable long real- 
izing sales towards the last. A frac- 
tional setback from the extreme ad- 
vance occurred, but the close was 15%@ 
¥%c higher for the day.

Prelate Declares Woman’s 
Destiny Is Marriage With 
All Its Duties.

NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—‘‘The woman 
whe dees not work is an incubus on so- 
ciety,’”” said Cardinal Gibbons to me. 
The premier prelate of America, who is 
spending the summer with Rev. Father 
O’Hara at Southampten, L. I., speke 
empnatically. He was seated in the 
parler ef the pretty rectory, which lies 
between the old church, a simple wood- 
en structure, and the fast-rising stene 
edifice ef which he laid the cornerstone 
some time age. I had sought an inter- 
view with Cardinal Gibbons to take is 
sue with a statement he made last 
week concerning woman’s sphere. 

“The 
main ef man the more will her social 
and moral status be lowered,’ he had 
said. 

In behalf ef the tnousands of intelli- 
gent, uprignt American wémen who 
werk for a tiving, and who, in my opin- 
ion, are iis best citizens, I wanted to 
discuss the question with him. I was 
armed with all serts of arguments, 
ecenom- 
ic and otherwise, to prove my point. 
And then the venerable Cardinal spoiled 
everyihing by agreeing with me. 

Should Work in the Home. 

“Every woman should werk,” he said. 
“There is no reom in the world for 
parasites. But,” he added, ‘married 
women sheuld werk in the home. I give 
Wweman great credit for her advance- 
ment in industrial pursuits. I did net 
speak of her industrial activity, which I 
approve. I referred to her efforts te en- 
ter political life and of the tendency of 
some married women te neglect their 
husbands and their homes fer clubs. 

*‘Wemen,”’ continued the Cardinal, 
“have shown their fitness for certain 
pursuits. As stenographers and type- 
writers, as saleswomen, bookkeepers 
and cashiers, they have become invalu- 
able. What would we do without them, 
indecd? But their werk is not an inva- 
sien of man’s domain. Nevertheless, 
woman’s sphere is the nome, and mar- 
ried women should find their work in 
caring fer their homes and husbands 
and children.’’ 

“What do yeu think of the argument 
that facteries have taken women’s work 
away from the home?” I asked. ‘‘For- 
merly the heusewife made her own 
tread, did all her ewn preserving, and 
wove the garments for the entire fam- 
ily. Now, all these things are done in 
the factery, and te do the same work 
she has te follow it there.”’ 

“That,” said Cardinal Gibbens, “‘is an 
economic question I have net studied.’ 
Destiny of Woman. 

In anyone but a Cardinal I would 
have considered this answer as ‘‘side- 
stepping.’’ As it was, I took it as evi- 
dence of the extreme diplomacy for 
which the ascetic-leoking prelate is fa- 
mous. 

“A girl works in a factory until 
She marries,” he continued. “But 
marriage is the aim of her life. It 
should be. To love and care for a 
family is woman’s destiny.” 

I thought, as the Cardinal spoke, of 

a pretty young woman who tad been 
a fellow passenger to Southampton 
with me. I had never seen her before, 
but she told me all about herself. 
“I studied to be a teacher,” she con- 
fided, “but I flunked in my ‘reading 
method’ and in my Virgil ‘exam,’ and 
never went back to school. Then, 
last January, I married, and that is 
the best of all!” 

Here was a sweet. simple nature 
which would never feel the least bit 
cramped in Cardinal Gibbons’ defini- 
tion of woman’s sphere, which to me 
seemed not even a hemisphere, but 
merely a small arc reserved for her in 
a man-made world. She would have 
agreed enthusiastically with Cardinal 
Gibbons, as I could not. 

“There is strong competition  be- 
tween the factory and the home,” the 
Cardinal continued, “but the home 


must win.’ 
Another View of Home. 

Does the home win, I wondered, 
when the factory girl cannot afford 
to stop work after marriage, and 
when she brings children into the 
world that must also help to keep the 
faraily alive before they have reached 
their growth? I thought of tiny pal- 
lid little girls working in silk mills 
at night, of little boys down in the 
coal mines, and wondered. But I did 
not ask Cardinal Gibbons, because he 
had said he would not discuss poli- 
tics or ec onomics. 

“Hiome” has a different meanin 
fashionable Southampton, we Ben 
stately villas in the midst of weil- 
kept lawns, outlined by English 
hedges, look out to sea. It has a 
pleasant meaning at the Catholic rec- 
tory where Cardinal Gibbons is stay- 
ing, and where yesterday the Car- 
dinal’s colors bloomed from a dozen 
vases filled with scarlet sweet peas, 
rare and fragrant as that dream of 
home which comes sometimes to the 
most independent woman. 

Cardinal Gibbons evidently likes 
red, for in his costume the red hat of 
his rank was accented'by a deep crim- 
son four-in-hand tie, which brought 
out strongly the fine ‘lines of his thin, 
intellectual face, and formed a sharp 
contrast with his sombre elethen and 
he erey hair, of which he has a great
